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As an initial matter, in light of the interview and Examiner's agreement to prepare 
Examiner's amendment, it is the Applicant's understanding that the final Office Action mailed 
November 12, 2009 has been effectively withdrawn by the Examiner. 

In compliance with M.P.E.P. 713.04, the Applicant provides this Statement of Substance 
of Interview concerning the telephonic interview conducted on February 4, 2010, with Examiner 
Restifo, and Applicant's representative, Daniel Shanley. 

(A) Exhibits . N/A 

(B) Claims . 1 and 5-8. 

(C) Prior art . Tsuchida. 

(D) Amendments . Discussed cancelation of claims 1 and 5-8 to place application in 
condition for allowance. 
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(E) Interview subject matter : Discussed rejection of claim 1 . Examiner maintained that the 
recitation "wherein the fixing member is adapted to deform to increase a space in an up- 
down direction between a rearward portion of the storage battery device and a rearward 
portion of the kick-up portion" did not structurally distinguish claim 1 from the cited 
reference (i.e., it is merely functional language). Also, Examiner indicated, even if 
recitation distinguished claims, that this recitation was directed to a non-elected 
embodiment. 

(F) Other matters . Applicant would file divisional application directed to the non-elected 
subject matter (e.g., claims 1 and 5-8) in accordance with the provisions of 35 U.S.C. § 
121. 



(G) Results . Agreement was reached. Examiner agreed to generate an Examiner's 
amendment to cancel claims 1 and 5-8 to place the application in condition for 
allowance. 

CONCLUSION 

In light of the above discussion, the Applicant respectfiiUy submits that the present 
application is in all aspects in allowable condition, and earnestly solicits favorable 
reconsideration and early issuance of a Notice of Allowance.
